(From Regina Leader ) 
No. I. 
The termination of the present month 
will be marked by a notable event 1n 
the record of government of the North- 


West Territories of Canada,—an event 
mm nosense revolutionary, an event that 


will be scarcely changeful, but an event 


which will be an evidence of definite 


recognition of development in method 
and practice of government, and as such 
bound to be coupled with no mean 
significance. On the Ist@,October the 
amended North-West Territories Act 
comes into operation, by which the 
present Executive Committee of the 
North-West Assembly,—which is a 
committee of the House, chosen by the 
}1ouse,—ceases to exist, and is replaced 
by a constitutionally responsible Ex- 
ecutive Council or Cabinet chosen 
according to precedent by Her Majesty’s 
representative, and constituted upon 
the same basis as are the governments 
of the provinces of Canada, the govern 
ment of the Dominion, and the govern- 
ment of Great Britain. That this 
exceedingly important event will in. 
volve, av a matter of plain fact, scarcely 
any change in our form and method of 
government is the best evidence of the 
gradual but sure development which 
hus been in progress during the past 
decade, because such a step ten years 
ago, or even five years ago, would have 
meant a very radical change. At this 
jnteresting period it may not be un 
profitable to turn attention to the 
course of this development of the 
jnstitutions of Government. Probably 
the majority of people in the North- 
West hold the idea that the attainment 
of responsible government for the Terri- 
tories would involve some startling, or 
at least radical, change or alteration in 
general conditions. Such impression 
is wholly mistaken. It is a simple 
statement of fact that the Territories 
are now and have been for some time 
enjoying local government fully respon- 
gible, not wholly perhaps in form, but 
absolutely in practice. The change to 
come next month is a change more in 
style than in practice. To change 
from the condition as it will exist next 
month to full provincial status will 
involve no difference in practice, no 
difference in procedure; but such 
charge would involve substantial en 
largement of the jurisdiction of the 
Assembly, immediate increase of Dom- 
inion subsidy, and corresponding power 
to assist in developing the resources of 
the country in divers ways which are 
cropping up now on all sides, as an 
instance of which might be named the 
Yukon country opening which by a 
little fostering might be made instru 
mental not only in bringing advantage 
to the people south of the Saskatchewan, 
but also in procuring the opening ana 
development of the vast area of arabie, 
ranching and mineral bearing lands on 
the farther side of the great) North 
West river,

General-in- Council. In fact the first 
semblance of government was. strictly 
military in forin, being inaugurated by 
the organization of the first North- 
West Mounted Pelice expedition in 
1874. In 1875a form of arbitrary 
government was provided by Dominion 
Statute. Hon. David Laird: was ap- 
pointed by the late Hon. Alexander 
Mackenzie as Lieutenant-Governor of 
the North-West. By the Statute an 
executive body styled the ‘ North- 
West Council” was created to advise 
with the Governor on matters of ad 
ministration. It is interesting to note 
that the first meeting of the North- 
West Council under the Government 
of Canada was begun and holden at 
Livingstone, on Swan River—the tem 
porary seat, pending the erection of 
government buildings at Battleford—- 
on the 8th day and closed on the 22nd 
day of March, 1877. This tirst coun- 
cil comprised Hon. David Laird, who

The majority based their contention of 
continued power upon a phrase in the 
repealing Statute, namely, “ * * * are 
repealed, excepting any duty accrued, 
right acquired, or penalty, forfeiture, 
or liability incurred, or appointment 
made under said Acts, etc-;” they 
argued that having once been vested 
with powers to make Ordinance, for 
the Council to make Ordinances was 4 
“duty accrued,” and ‘ right acquired.” 
—a power in fact of which the Council 
could not be divested, Later we 
shall see that this majority's successors 
used a like argument in circumstances 
of some simtiarity. The 1881 session 
was the last over which Hon. David 
Laird presided.

The fifth session of Council was held 
at Regina, opening on 22nd August, 
and closing on 4th of Octoter, 1883. 
At this session six electoral districts 
had direct representation, viz, Lorne, 
Edmorton, Broadview, Qu’Appel!r, 
Regina and Moose Jaw ; and upon the 
stage of political prominence appeared 
then for the first time several men who 
have ever since been closely identified 
with the history and progress of the 
North-West.

Af this session the first School Or 
dinance of the Territories was passed. 
Mr. Oliver and Mr. Rouleau both 
introduced School Bills. The two Bille 
were referred toa Committee, which 
reported a Bill providing for the 
formnation of a Board of Education 
with Protestant and Roman Catholic 
sections, to sit together with the Lieut. 
Governor as chairman. and having 
jurisdiction  conjointly public 
schoo! districts, and distinct jurisdiction 
respectively over Protestant and 
Roman Catholic schools Under the 
NorthWest Act the separate school 
system was not discretionary ; it was 
the systein compulsorily contemplated 
hy the Act.

tention of mission fields be directed to

board for $2.50 per week or less. 
Presbytery will not hold itself respon 
| sible for board over $2.50 per week 
unless endorsed by the winister having 
| oversight of the tield. 
A telegrain announcing the death of 

Mr. R. Crawford having been received

| Donald were appointed to represent 
the Presbytery at the funeral. There-

“A telegram having come to the 
Presbytery announcing the death of 
Mr. Robert Crawford of Indian Head, 
a member of this court, and one who 
but a few days since sigmitied his pur- 
pose of attending the present meeting, 
the Presbytery, now in session, desires 
to record its appreciation of the work 
sense of the 
loss sustained through his removal, 
For years Mr. Crawford has resided at 
Indian Head and by his Christian 
character, genial disposition, willing: 
ness to lend a hand in every good work, 
and generosity in financial matters, did 


| much to build up and consolidate the 
| cause of Christ there. 


His work in the 
congregation and Presbytery as a 
Sabbath School superintendent and 
teacher was much. prized, In the 
earlier days especially, Mr. Crawford 
gave valuable help in supplying out 
statious, and without any cost to 
Presbytery. Mr. Crawford’s attend. 
ance on ineetings of Presbytery, Sydod 
and General Assembly wae regular, 
and his knowledge of men and affairs 
made him a valuable member on the 
counmittees of these courts. In the 
death of Mr. Crawford the community, 
the congregation of Indian Head and 
the church at large sustain a severe 
loss. The Presbytery would record its 
sincere sympathy with the widow and 
family of Mr. Crawford, and would 
commend them to the care of bim who 
has prommed to be the refuge and 
strength of his people and a very 
present help in trouble. In the death 
of one of its members the Presbytery

The demands of the market and 
he distance from the same’ should to 
some extent determine what branch of 
the poultry busimess would be the most 
profitable. 

A lucrative employment torthe wo- 
man adapted for it, is taking care of the 
sick. This does not mean in the capa- 
c.ty ofa professional nurse, although 
that is well-paying work when one has 
taken the long course of training. The 
woman who is adapted for nursing 
must be patient, cheerful and neat, She 
niust understand how to serve a sick 
person, how to care for the room and. 
prepare the meals which the sick one | 
is to eat. Many, women who have been 
compelled to do something to support 
themselves or their littleones have be- 


come very successful nurses. Doult- 
less their first attempts have been! 
among friends, and the remuneration | 
has been small, but experience costs 
something, too. Then, when some good 
recommendations have been obtained 
they have placed them together with 
their names with some doctor who 
woud be willing to recommend them. 

Phe woman who would become a nurse 
cannot be nervous orexcitable, as noth- 
ing is worse fora patient; and of course 
cheerfulness is absolutely necessary, as 
tmipatiens or ill humor may be very 
deterimental to the one who is sick. 

One woman who has been especially 
successful is generally always busy. Her 
engagements are for only two or three 
weeks at a time, and she has $10 for 
every week she works. She is a neat, 
cheerful woman, whoenjoys her work. 
She isa nice cook,andif there is noser- 
vant in the family she cooks the meals, 
and keeps the rooms inorder. Of course 
her attendance upon the patient re- 
quires considerable of her time,sso only 
the very necessary work in the house 
is looked aftersIf there is an infant to 
take care of she attends to it. Profes- 
sional nurses do nothing but attend to 
the sick and prepare their meals. They 
usually have from $15 to $25 a week, ac- 
gording to their experience or the case 
they are called upon to attend. 

A family in good circumstances some 
years ago were through some financial 
failure suddenly brought face to face 
with poverty, and something had to he 
done to keep starvation from the door. 
It happened that the wife was an excel- 
lent bread baker and had always re- 
ceived considerable praise from friends 
Who had sampled her baking.

Incidentally he refers to some con- 
fusions that have arisen apparently in 
consequence of carelessness on the part 
of some of the ancient writers. As an 
example, he mentions the times of 
David. The reigns of Saul, David and 
Soiomon are each spoken of in our 
Bible as being of 40 years’ duration, 
while Josephus givesSolomon &0 years. 
Several of Josephus’ other numbers 
seem likewise to have been corrupted 
by having 40 years added to them; and

BAD FOR THE CAVIAR TRADE. 


ly Scarcer. 


The man who must have- caviar in 
his sandwich will be likely to pay more 
for it in a very short time, or be will- 
ing to get less of the fish paste be- 
tween his slices of bread. Fishermen in 
the Lake of the Woods country, whence 
| most of the Western caviar now comes, 
say they never have had such ill luck 
_as this year, and they fear the runs 
‘of sturgeon are growing less. Hardly 
a fish company on the Lake of the 
| Woods has made expenses this year 
ifrom its caviar trade, and of all the 
private fishermen, and hundreds of 
‘them are about the lake, only two or 
three have met with s:ccess. 
‘The opening of the Lake of the Woods 
; to the fishing industry a few years ago 
| has caused the development of an enor- 
‘mous caviar trade, and the centre of 
the industry, which used to be in New 
Jersey, has been moved westward. In- 
‘deed the output of the Lake of the 
Woods fisheries is now so large that 
it rules the markets of the worid. Be- 
fore this year there has been no appre- 
ciable diminution in the supply, but the 
“extravagant methods of the fishermen 
|and the lack of intelligence as to the 
' future supply, as well as the fact that 
‘caviar itself is the eggs of the stur- 
| geon, are making havoc wich the fish- 
leries. Three large American fish com- 
panies are at work on Lake of the 
Woods, all on the little “ northwest an- 
|gle’—that bit of Canada that the 
| northern boundary takes near the wes- 
ltern end of Monnesota—besides sever- 
'al smaller Canadian compan.es. 
| THE AMERICAN COMPANIES 
are the Sandusky, the Minnesota, and 
| the Baltimore, and all are under the 
Same control, making them a fish trust. 
' Kuch concern has a iarge plant, includ- 


jing steamers, ico houses, palm boats, net 
supplies, and several hundred fishing 
boats, all valued at nearly $500,000. Be- 
s.des sturyeon, great quintities of pick- 
erel, Whitefish, bass, jickfisa, and oth- 
er varieties are caught for market, and 
the water being very cold, and the lake 
some 3,00) square miles in extent, the 
fish are as solid and good as ihe fam- 
jous Lake Superior catch.

: The roe sturgeon are worth from $& to 
i $9 each, and the male fish oniy about 
} $1.50. A few years ago, the males were 
not saved ,and, the fiesh of the females 
Was thrown aside, bul now both are 
shipped to market and eaten, this trade 


having become 2 considerabie factor in 
Nearly every part of the 
fish is now used. ‘The 6ffal is made in- 
to fertilizers, oil for harness makers 
is pressed from the fat, and the flesh 
is chilled and eaten. One roe sturg- 
eon Will furnish one-third to one-fourth 
of a keg of caviar, weighing about 125 | 
pounds, and worth $410. The flesh of | 
the fish brings from 4 to 6 cents 2 
pound in the markets.

HOW BRITAIN’S EMPIRE GROWS. 


Faller Details of the Recent Annexation ef 
the Solomon Islands by the British 
| Navy. 
| The steamer Miowera which arrived 
at Vancouver, BC., from Sidney, the 
other day, brought details of the re- 
cent annexation of the Solomon group. 
The work of annexation was done by 
her British Majesty’s ship Wallaroo. 
The first island made a colony was 
Bellona, which the Wallaroo reached 
on July 16. The Union Jack was hoisted 
with, the usual ceremonies. The natives 
wera very shy at first and were much 
frightened; by the salute, but they be- 
came re-assured on the ship leaving 
and removed the notice of the Board 
of Annexation and dug up the bottle 
containing the proclamation. The en- 


tenta cordiale was first established by 
the ship rescuing a native blown out 
to wea in a canoe. 


Runnell, Island was also placed un- 
der British protection the same day, 
The island is difficult of access and no 
natives Were seen. 

Tha Wallaroo called at Meru Sound 

and proceeded to the Stewart Islands, 
annexing them. The natives are of a 
high type/and very friendly. They were 
much pleased at becoming British sub- 
jects. 
Runnell and Bellona Jie to the south- 
ward of Guadfalcanar, in the Solomon 
group, and were apparently discovered 
by Captain Wilkinson in the Indis- 
pensable in 1790. It is said that copper 
ore is abundant on them. According to 
Lieutenant Richards, Runnell Island is 
about forty-five miles long and six or 
sevem broad, of a uniform height of 
400 feet, densely wooded, but apparent- 
ly afforda no anchorage. The natives 
reseinbled those on Tanna, in the New 
Hebrides. Af! the islands are rich in 
cocoanutsi .
